Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 11-17 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: independent claim 11 
recites "calculating an offset value for calibrating a temperature of the object estimated by the 
temperature estimator". Although calibration of temperature inputs is common in the art, the 
combination of an estimator providing temperature outputs to calculate an ofiset value used to 
calibrate the temperature is not disclosed in the prior art. This feature in combination with the 
remaining method steps avoids the prior art of record.
